Wednesday State 
Insurance Board experts 
said the rates should go up 
again. 
The experts recommended 
a 5.4 per cent increase ef­ 
fective July I which would 
cost 
property 
owners 
another $30 million per year. 
The 5.4 per cent recom­ 
mendation was .3 per cent 
more than the insurance 
industry had asked for. 
“It seems odd that we are 
considering new rates today 
when new rates on these 
coverages became effective

only Monday,” said Charles 
Edwards of Dallas, an in­ 
dependent actuary hired as a 
board consultant. 
Rates for homeowners, 
fire and extended coverage 
insurance increased 7.9 to ll 
per cent Monday.

request, the experts said the 
difference involved “trend 
factors” used to predict 
losses.

Association attorney Sam 
Winters also said companies 
believed the board’s two- 
year experience period used 
to determine rates last year 
was too short. He said a 
three-year period would 
avoid m ajor rate

He said the rates put into 
effect Monday were based on 
1974 loss statistics and did 
not reflect companies’ ex­ 
perience during 1975. 
The overall 5.4 per cent 
staff recommended increase 
included a 5.2 per cent raise 
on premiums for fire in­ 


surance on dwellings, but a 
decrease of 3.4 per cent on 
other types of fire insurance.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Seeking to halt leaks of 
g o v e rn m e n t 
s e c r e ts , 
President Ford has ordered 
federal 
workers 
and 
government 
contractors 
with access to classified 
m aterial 
to 
sign 
an 
a g re e m e n t 
b a r r in g 
unauthorized 
disclosures. 
Ford took the action 
Wednesday under executive 
orders 
and also 
asked 
Congress 
to 
legislate 
maximum penalities of a 
$5,000 fine and five years’ 
imprisonment for govern­ 
ment personnel revealing 
intelligence 
secrets 
or 
methods. 
Appealing for action “with 
all possible speed,” he said 
in a special message “it is 
essential 
... 
that 
the 
irresponsible and dangerous 
exposure of our nation’s 
intelligence 
secrets 
be 
stopped.” 


Neither the executive 
action nor the proposed bill 
would apply to members of 
Congress or their staffs, who 
may leak secrets to repor­ 
ters who publish the in­ 
formation. 
Congressional 
leaders 
supported Ford’s call to 
punish leakers but agreed 
his executive action or 
proposed legislation could 
not affect Capitol Hill. 
“ I do not believe under the 
Constitution that a member 
of 
Congress 
can 
be 
restrained from saying what 
he wants to say,” said Sen. 
John Sparkman, D-Ala., 
chairm an of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee after a meeting with 
the 
new 
intelligence 
director, George Bush. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., 
said only 
congressional 
ethics rules on secrecy — not 
criminal laws — can restrain 
members 
from 
making 


statements harmful to the 
national security. 
Ford said in his news 
conference Tuesday that 
Congress “will have to clean 
its own house.”

Grading Change Won Mean Much

A new meat-grading system is scheduled to be put 
into effect by the U.S. Dept, of Agriculture on Monday, 
Feb. 23, but according to a Daily Star-Courier survey of 
local meat merchandisers, the change probably won’t 
even be noticed by Plano shoppers. 
After prolonged court battles with consumer groups 
and various livestock associations, the USD A is going 
ahead with changes in its nationwide meat grading 
standards, and as it reads under the new regulations, 
some beef now graded as “choice” will be upgraded to 
“prime” and some beef now graded as “good” will be 
upgraded to “choice.” 
How it will affect Plano consumers is still un­ 
determined, according to local beef distributors. 
However, toe general consensus of most is that 
housewives will feel no effect at all. 
According to Eddie Carter, store manager at Tom 
Thumb, there will be no changes either in grade or cost 
at the Tom Thumb stores as far as he can tell. 
“We buy our beef from a supplier in Abilene and 
since we own the company we see no change,” he 
stated. 
R.C. Newman, local district supervisor for Safeway, 
said the upgrading from choice to prime will have little

effect on Safeway sales since the store has never sold 
prime, except in special orders. 
He said that although the meat is already graded by 
USDA before it arrives at the Safeway warehouse, 
there are USDA inspectors on Safeway’s payroll—who 
work for the government, but are paid by Safeway— 
who also inspect and direct grading. 


According to the Safeway Dallas oAce, choice meat 
is available in three grades—top, middle and low. He 
said it is possible that the USDA may move the middle 
grade to top choice, but he sees little change in buying 
habits and no price increases at this time. 


“Most consumers buy in the middle range, and this 
division simply gives them a wider choice. However, it 
is the housewife who will control the favored grades,” 
he said. 
According to Safeway officials, their meat prices and 
meat grades will be based on pratically the same 
pattern as before. 


At Buddies supermarket, the manager stated that 
she has not received any information concerning any 
changes. 
“Our meat comes from a company-owned plant 
where it is graded before it reaches us. However, it 
comes to us in bulk form, and when it is cut here, it is 
tagged by our butcher who will, of course, tag it with 
the pre-designated grade,” she said. 
A Ye Ole Butcher Shop spokesman said that his beef 
comes to him in sections that have already been 
graded. He said that when he cuts it into counter 
selections, he adds labels that coincide with those that 
came with the section. 
A new grade, called budget or thrifty—is urged by 
consumer groups so that the purchaser could better 
identify leaner, more nutritious, less costly beef, and it 
is suggested that this grade would be made up of the 
top third of good and the bottom third of choice. 
Safeway officials stated they had always preferred 
leaner cuts, since prime beef is generally too fatty with 


its marbling content. The marbling increases with the 
amount of grain an animal is fed and is sometimes 
considered desirable because it makes meat juicier 
and more tender. 
USDA feels that with grade changes, a slight change 
in marbling requirements should cut the costs of 
producing choice and prime beef. 
Kroger manager Dwayne Jenkins, said that his meat 
also reaches the store in quarters and is already 
graded. He said that it is possible that some choice 
meat may be graded to prime, but that at the present 
time the local store does not handle prime. 
The Consumer Federation 
of 
America, 
plus 
representatives of labor and cattle feeders, have taken 
the issue to the courts and have filed a request that the 
Supreme Court hear the case. Rep. Peter Peyser, 
Republican from New York, has also introduced a bill 
to prevent USDA from making any changes in beef 
grade designations allowing for upgrading, and to spur 
new and more descriptive grades. He reports he is 
prepared to resubmit his bill this session. 
In the meantime, there seems to be no immediate 
change for beef consumers in Plano—or a very slight 
:hange, if any—so apparently housewives will just 
lave to take a wait-and-see attitude.

NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
one-two-three punch with 
drugs just after breast 
surgery curbs later flare-ups 
of cancer, according to 
Italian researchers. 
They 
said 
all 
breast 
cancer patients in their 
study had positive lymph 
node involvement, making 
them 
high 
risks 
for 
recurrence of cancer in the 
other breast or at a distant 
point in the body. 
Dr. Gianni Bonadonna and 
associates of Italy’s Institute 
Nazionale Tumori in Milan 
said they found the drug mix 
cut cancer recurrence from 
24 to 5.3 per cent. 
The investigation was sup­ 
ported by the American 
National Cancer Institute. 
A report on the research, 


in the current New England 
Journal of Medicine, was 
accompanied by an editorial 
in which Dr. Jam es Holland, 
head of the Cancer Center at 
New York’s Mount Sinai 
Hospital, 
said, 
Bonadonna et a1 report a 
work of monumental im­ 
portance.” 
The drugs, given orally 
and intravenously, included 
cyclophosphamide, 
meth- 
rotrexate and 5-fluorouracil 
— a mix called CMF. 
The CMF study started 27 
months ago. Some women 
received 
the 
medicine, 
others did not. By noting 
cancer flareups in each 
group, the researchers said 
they could calculate ef­ 
fectiveness of the drug 
therapy.

that literally had its roots in 
the years even before the 
American 
Revolution. 
Volunteers are being asked 
to help with the cutting of a 
section from the trunk of a 
giant bur oak tree which had 
been growing on the Heard 
Wildlife Sanctuary until it 
was felled by natural causes 
about three years ago. 
The tree was 14 feet, 10v 
inches in circumference 
when standing and is thought 
by museum director Dr. 
Harold 
Laughlin to be 
around 300 years old. 
“ If 
that 
estimate 
is 
anywhere near correct,” 
said Laughlin, “we should be 
able to take a section out of 
that trunk, polish one sur­ 
face so that we can count the 
growth rings, and count back 
until we find the ring which 
represents the year 1776. 
“An exhibit will then be 
prepared from the tree 
section, with markers placed 
at not only 1776 but at other 
selected historic dates, 
particularly those having 
significance in the history of 
conservation or the en­ 
vironment,” he added. 


Laughlin explained that 
cutting of the back side of the 
slab will be done in the 
modern manner with a large 
chain saw. 
“One reason for using the 
hand saw on the other cut is 
so that the surface will be 
smoother and easier to 
polish. But we also thought it 
would be fun to re-enact the 
old timbering methods in 
working on this historic 
project,” he said. 
Weather permitting, the 
sawing will take place 
Saturday, beginning at 9 
a.m. Anyone interested is 
asked to call the museum, 1- 
542-5012, for details.

Island National Seashore. 
Padre Island is a skinny 
(113 miles long, no more 
than three m iles wide) 
barrier island. It stretches 
along the Gulf Coast of 
Texas from near Corpus 
Christi to near B ennsville 
on the RSO Grande. 
There is development at 
each end of the island but an 
80.5 mile stretch in the 
center, 
the

Suntan lotion and a big, 
floppy hat are the best 
defenses against overex­ 
posure, a threat because the 
light-clored sands magnify 
the intensity of the sun’s 
rays.

menace is not the Great 
White 
Shark 
but 
the 
beautiful, blue, balloon like 
Portuguese 
Man-of-War 
Jellyfish. Alive or dead, in 
the water or on the beach, 
the Man-of-War’s tentacles 
can inflict an 
extremely 
painful sting. If you should 
be stung, see a National 
Park Service ranger for first 
aid treatment. 
In another column we’ll 
head out along the beach and 
take a closer look at some of 
the other lures, including 
fishing, birdwatching and 
nature studying.
